The Way | See It! 


Watching some World Series history! 


It was virtually a lifetime ago that the Cleveland Indians 
last made an appearance in baseball's World Series. 

It rekindies some pleasant memories. 

The year was 1948. As a baseball-crazy teenager grow- 
ing up in my hometown of North Bay, in pre-television 
times, I received a rare opportunity. A friend had somehow 
been able to procure tickets for the fifth game of the World 
Series in Cleveland. Was I interested? 

Big league baseball was a number one priority with my 
buddies in those days. We knew the batting averages of the 
players better than we knew our arithmetic. 

So, with a car available to get us there, and with tickets 
in our pockets, it was an easy decision to make. We booked 
reservations at a second-rate hotel called the Hollander and 
we were on our way. 


The Elusive DiMag 


Arriving in the downtown area of Cleveland about 2 
a.m.,and as we searched for our hotel, remarkably the first 
celebrity we saw that weekend was taking an early-morning 
stroll by himself. It was Joe DiMaggio, the great Yankee 
Clipper, who was as easy to identify in those days as 
basketball's Michael Jordan is today. 

However, DiMag noticed that we had noticed him. Our 
interest was solely in getting his autograph so we circled the 
block but when we got back Joltin’ Joe had disappeared. 

Later we discovered that DiMag enjoyed his solitary 
walks in the big cities largely because he didn't have to put 
up with autograph seekers like us orthe media. 

The Indians barely made it into the World Series that 
year, needing to beat the Boston Red Sox 8-3 in a single- 
game playoff tocapture the American League pennant. The 
1948 Tribe was unique if for no other reason than it featured 
a playing-manager. Lou Boudreau, who played shortstopas 
well as managing the Indians, socked two solo home runs 
to beat the Red Sox in their crucial playoff. 

The National League champion that year was the other 
Boston team--the Braves, who eventually moved to 
Milwaukee and then on to Atlanta. 

We had tickets for the fifth game of the series. At that 
point, the Indians were ahead three games to one when we 
arrived at cavernous Municipal Stadium to be part of a 
record World Series crowd of more than 82,000.

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One of baseball's greatest pitchers, Cleveland's Bobby 
Feller, was the starter for the Indians. Feller had lost a 
heartbreaker in game one, giving uponly twohits but losing 
1-0 to the Braves’ equally exceptional Johnny Sain. 

The latter was part of the Braves’ superb one-two 
pitching punch that included southpaw Warren Spahn: The 
pair inspired an old refrain in the media of ‘‘Spahnand Sain 
and pray for rain.”’ 

Just when it looked like the Indians were poised to end 
the series, the Braves’ bats came to life for an 1 1-5 victory. 
Feller lost again, driven out by 2 six-run Boston rally in the 
seventh inning that earned Spahn the victory. 


However, in the next game back in Boston, the Indians 
prevailed 4-3 to take the series as starter Bob Lemon nailed 
the victory. : 

Besides the attendance factor in that memorable trip to 
Cleveland, the game also had another historical aspect. It 
marked the appearance of the first black pitcher ever to 
show in the World Series. His name was Leroy (Satchel) 
Paige, who may well have been the greatest baseball pitcher 
of ail-time. ; 

A starin the Negro League for many.years, Satchel was 
well into his 40s when signed by the Indians in 1948 after 
Jackie Robinson broke the colour barrier! Paige pitched in 
relief with the Indians thatday, using his famed *‘hesitation 
pitch."’ He also enthraled the crowd in his warmup by 
pitching two balls to two different catchers with perfect 
control and with one pitching motion. He was an extraor- 
dinary performer. 

Four years later Paige made the AL all-star team as a 
member of the old St. Louis Browns. Getting an opportu- 
nity tosee Paige, and the Indians’ other black star, outfielder 
Larry Doby, just after the racial bar had been lifted, was an 
experience to remember. 

Little did we realize at the time that the Indians wouldn't 
be able to celebrate another trip to the World’ Series for 
another 49 years.

is willing to listen and rep- 
resent them. He has also 
kept a tight control over all 
financial matters. with the 
necessary Checks and bal 
#ACES. 


As a member of the new 
council for Centre Hastings 
Township. Schulz said he 
would like to have contin- 
ued dialogue with munici- 
pal neighbors. 


Asa member of the tran- 
sition board, Schulz ts fa- 
muliar with the amalgama- 
lion process, and in his opin- 
ion. there will be increased 
responsibilities for the next 
council, 

As he campaigns in this 
election. Schulz has become 
increasingly frustrated that 
he has had to tell residents 
he doesn’t know the an- 
swers with respect to some 
questions, especially in the 
area of services being 
downloaded by the provin- 
cial govérnment. He said 
he takes that very seriously, 
because he feels that all 
candidates like to, and 
should have the answers. 

Schulz feels there should 
not be any property tax in- 
creases in the coming year, 
after attending the Associa- 
tion of Municipalities of 
Ontario (AMO) confer- 
ence, where he was told the 
takeover of service deliv- 
ery by municipalities would 
be “revenue neutral’, He 
said, at this point, he is not 


so sure that will be the case. 


If property tax increases are 
necessary he will strive to 
keep the increase at a mini- 
mum. 

On the issue of policing. 
Schulz stated that the new 
township should explore a 
contract with Ontario-Pro- 
vincial Police on its own. in 
the absence of a courity- 
wide contract for service 
which will not occur by the 
first of next year. 

As the amalgamation 
process continues. Schulz 
said it will be important to 
meld the urban and rural

The experiment of voting by mail for the municipal 
election for the new Centre*Hastings Township can be 
deemed a resounding success. 

As of Wednesday. Nov. 5, the Huntingdon Township 
municipal office, which has organized the election, had 
received about 1.400 ballots. 900 from voters im the 
township and 500 from electors in the village. In this 
municipal election. there are about 2.700 eligible voters. 
while in the village there are about 1,200 cligible voters. 

In the last municipal election, Jones said that the 
township had a voter tumout of about 35 per cent. With 
900 voters already casting their ballots. the participation 
percentage is almost at 35 per cent already. with clection 
day sull to-come on Monday. In the village. Clerk- 
Treasurer Doug Parks stated that in the last municipal 
election there were |.ES2 eligible voters. with 469 casting 
a ballot, fora participation percentage of 39.68 per cent 
The voter participation percentage in the village is 
already at 41.66 per cent. with election day still to come. 

Voter reaction to the votre by mail has been mostly 
positive, according to Jones. She stated that commients for 
voters in the township were all complimentary. while a 
few complaints came from village voters who called the 
process a little overwhelming. 

in a presentation Jo Huntingdon Township Council, 
Canada Post. which is handling the vote in by mail. said 
voting by mail has been held in the United States for a 
number of years. and in Canada a referendum in 
Mississauga where there was 65 to 70 per cent participa- 
tion. In this election, 35 municipalities across the province 
are Paflicipating in voting by mail. Jones said other 
municipalities that are not participating have begun to 
make inquiries about the concept, and she feels a lot more 
will implement the system for the next election.

Westwood - The news 
that Asphodel Township 
could become home to a 47

One of those sites is an 
aggregate pit on County rd.

If things go according to 
plans laid out by the 
WMSC’'s Technical Advi- 
sory Committee, a preferred 
mega dump site could ‘be 
announced early next 
month ending a highly-con- 
tentious | 1-year. multi-mil- 
lion dollar search for a final 
location.

From poppies to peace 
Poem commemorates the fallen |

On of the world’s most famous poems, written by u 
Canadiin doctor on a blood-soaked batlefield in war 
ravaged Belgium dunng World War 1. hasxbecome an 
uiternational plea for world peace 

Dr. John McCrae had just burned one of closest Inends. 
killed by a direct hit from a German shell. The tnend, Lt 
Alexis Helmer of Ottawa. was buried in a crude grave 
marked by a simple wooden cross. Wild poppies were just 
beginning tobloombetween the crosses marking the many

McCrae had been in the trenches every day for several 
weeks attending hundreds of wounded and dying soldiers 
near Ypres, Belgium.inan area traditionally called Flan 
ders”. 

“Ttwas anightmare. he wrote bis mother. “For 17 days 
und 17 mghts. none of us hi ve had our clothes off...guntire 
and rifle fire never ceased- 

MeCrae satin the morning sun on May 3. 1915 Joutside 
his makeshift field hospital. listening to the chirping «of 
birds amid the thunder of the guns. He looked over at the 
nearby cemetery with its rows and rows of crosses atid 
brightly colored poppies. 

Tearing a page out of his dispatch book. he quickly »

- In Flanders Vields. 

Ht was printed anonymously on Dec. 8. PY ES. in Punch, 
a leading Batish magazine. The short but moving poem 
struck a nerve. and struck a chord with soldiers and 
enilians abke. Within.twe years. a had been reprinted 
throughout the British Empire and the United States. 
playing a major role in attracting public donations for the 
war effort through the sale of Victory Bonds, 

But McCrae never returned home to enjoy the acclaim. 
He had suffered much tn three yeurs of war, including a 
poison gas attack which seriously ageravated his asthma. 
Yet throughout his ime. he worked with little rest\and 
under horrendous conditions to care for the wounded, 


McCrae died on Jan. 8. 1918. of pneumonia and men 


ingitis i the mulitary hospital at Wimereux, just up the 


coast from Boulogne. France and was buried the nextday 
with full military honors in the Wimercus cemetery. A 
hundred nursing sisters in uniform formed a line at the 
graveside. One liter wrote, “All came as we did. because 
we loved him so.” 

Canadians mourned the death of their soldter/doctor/ 
poct with nation-wide tributes, including a stained-glass 
window at McGill University with the inscription: “Pu 
thologist, Poet, Soldier, Physician, Man Among Men.” 

Famed Canadian writer Stephen Leacock wrote inv 
tribute: “John MeCrae’s poem In Flanders Fields will live 
as long as the memory of the hervic struggle of the 


Canadians that formed its inspiration.”

McCrae’ “homestead in Guelph. a small stone cottage 
turned into a muscurt, sits on u quict street overlooking 
Speed River. In 1966, a group of Guelph citizens pur- 
chased the cottage. built in 1857. to honor MeCrae’s 
memory, Today, it's asmall but interesting museum, with 
several rooms displaying furniture trom the vear McCrae 
was bor plus historical displays illustrating his life. 

This Nov. 30 will be a major event at the homestead us 
Htomarks the 125th anniversary of MeCrae’s birth. 

“Nov, 30 will be a major happening here.” says Val 
Harnson, program co-ordinator at the Centre. “We'll be 
opening anew exhibit onJohn MeCrae’s lite and celebrat- 
ing his birthday with parades and church services.

He ts proud of the stu- 
dent summer employment 
program which gives some 
young people part-time 
employnient each year. He 
started the program about 
seven years ago. 

Harrop has been a mem- 
ber of the landfill site com- 
mutice. He stated that when 
he joined council the life 
expectancy of the site was 
supposcd to be about two to 
three years, but through 
good management and 
conumiment to recycling 
and reuse. today the site still 
has about eight vears of life 
left. 

Harrop said he is aware 
that the ratepayers expect 
losse asavinegs through this 
amalgamation and it is upto 
council to deliver. He feels

Suspension Noise May Be. Due to Strut Mounts 


mount dsseribhes. The up- 
per strut mountreplaces the 
upper control arm and up- 
per ball pot used on tradh- 
tonal steering and suspen- 
sion systems as the upper 
connection to the’ vehicle 
body. 

Strut mounts are hard- 
working components, capa- 
ble of supporting vehicle 
weight. Each assembly usu- 
ally consists of a rubber core 
that dampens noise and v1- 
brations and a bearing that 
allows the front wheels and 
strut aSsembly to turn while 
supporting weight. 

Strut mounts, like any 
rubber suspension compo- 
nent, may become worn 
over ime and can alfect the 
suspension systems geom- 
etry Whenever a suspen- 
ston component is not do- 
ing its job, the result can be 
a chain reaction that causes 
other parts in the suspen 
sion system to work harder 
and wear out faster. 

Whenever load-carrying 
bearings become worn, they 
can cause the steering to 
bind. The binding cond- 
ion is commonly referred 
10 as “memory sicer,” be- 
cause the vehicle pulls in 
the lust direction it was 
tumied. 

Heavier vehicles are es- 
pecially prone to strut mount 
wear. As a general rule. a 
car witha V-6engine in itis 
more likely to show up with 
the symptoms. described 
above than a lighter vehi- 
cle, due fo its added weight. 
Any passenger car with 
more than 40,000 miles - 
regardless of its size - is a 
possible candidate for strut 
meunt-replacement,

Mike Stevens, president of 
the Chamber and general man- 
ager of Madoc Co-op. spoke 
on behalf of the handful of 
business people in attendance 

In his presentation. 
Stevens told the board mer- 
chants have been struggling 
for the last few vears, and 
have noticeably missed the 
draw of Canadian Tire cli- 
entele. adding to the prob- 
lem of keeping local people 
shopping locally.

Madoc -- The Hastings 
County Board of Education 
has said yes to safety first, 
in the form of condom dis- 
pensers, in Centre Hastings 
Secondary School (CHSS) 
washrooms 

"After a changing cast of 
students for three vears, that 
pursued this (the installa- 


, tion of condom dispensers) 
* and convinced everyone but 


a few parents.” Jan Hay 
announced, the Hastings 
Board approved a six- 
month pilot project. The 
CHSS principal was ad- 
dressing the CHSS Parent 
Council on Nov. 19th. 


There will be two dis- 
penscrs placed in the school 
for six months on a pilot 
project. One ina girl's wash- 
room and one in a boy's 
washroom. 

The Student Health 
Council has worked with 
determination on this issue, 
for three vears, even though 
students that started the 
campaign have since gradu- 
ated. They have met with 
the Board of Education 
Services Committee four 
times and reacted to the 
Committee's requests of pe- 
titioning the local commu- 
nity, parents and students. 

By demonstrating that 
Hastings County fags 


higher teenage pregnancy 
rate than both Ontario and 
Canada, they met with little 
resistance and support for 
their efforts. The rates: 
Hastings County rateis 51.5 
per 1000; Canada 40.37 per 
1000 and Ontario 46.8 per 
1000. Whereas in Prince 
Edward County where con- 
doms are available to stu- 
dents the teenage pregnancy 
rate is 30.2 per 1000. 


. Students are also aware 

that where there is sexual 
activity among teenagers 
there is also the possibility 
of contracting life-threat- 
ening sexually transmitted 
diseases.

Government 
decides not to 


go ahead 
with Bill 109

Hastings - Inararemove 
the provincial government 
has decided not to proceed 
with a bill that would have 
stri Ontario’s libraries 
of $18 million. 

The announcement was 
made by Isabel Bassett, new 
Minister of Citizenship, 
Culture and Recreation at a 
recent Ontario Library As- 
sociation policy forum. 

Needless to say, the sur- 
prising decision to halt Bill 
109, the al Control of 
Libraries Act. has been 
praised by libraries and lo- 
cal supporters. 

“It's amazing Icouldn’t 


believe it. We had no idea - 


this was going to happen. 
it's been an interesting 
week,” says Judy Howard, 
County Librarian with the 
Northumberland County 
Public Library system. 

Ms Howard says that one 
colleague with the South- 
ern Ontario Library Serv- 
ice (SOLS) even attended a 
morning session at the con- 
ference ready to deal with 
the new legislation and the: 
new board structures and 
elected bodies that were part 
of Bill 109. 

‘*The province realizes 
that libraries are more im- 
portant than they thought,”” 
Ms Howard says adding that 
libraries, more than ever, 
will become centres for life- 
long learning. 

For the Northumberland 
County Public system it 
means they will receive 
funding at the 1997 levels, 


tterson (SOS co-chairs) receive the 


$82,000:-- still 40 per cent 


less than what they were 
receiving in 1995. 

The County Library must 

also deal with the loss of 
*Murray Township in its 
budgetary planning so Ms 
Howard says things are still

After 
arriving, McIntyre said he 
was devastated by the 
scenes of a war torn area, 
especially the situations 
when he would sit down for 
a meal and was ed by 
children for food. In the 
beginning, McIntyre said he 


“ would end up giving away 


three quarters of his meal, 
but as time went on he be- 
came hardened to the situa- 
tion. 


In describing the condi- 
tions, McIntyre said that the 
soldiers lived in bunkers 
*‘like rats”. During his time 
in Korea, McIntyre said that 

he was scared. He said any- 
one who participates in war 
lives in fear. 

Mcintyre stated that 516 
Canadians died in the Ko- 
rea War, compared to 
325,000 Koreans, 33,629 
Americans, 935 English and 
an unknown number of 
Korean civilians. 

He told the audience that 
he hopes that we will not 
experience another war in 
his life time. He encour- 
aged everyone to continue 
supporting the Canadian 
military, especially the 
peacekeepers and not to be 
discouraged by the media 
reports.

Region not getting fair share of medical: dollars

A founding director of 


the Five Counties Commu- 
nity Health Services Foun- 
dation says this region is not 
getting its fairshare of health 
services dollars from the 
provincial government. 

Dave Smith, who is also 
co-chair of fhe Five Coun- 
ties’ Heart Catheter Fund 
drive, was in Campbellford 
to offer his congratulations 
to the donors and organiz- 
ers of the Campbellford/ 
Seymour campaign. 

The Peterborough resi- 
dent was part of an Appre- 
ciation Night celebration of 
the committee's remarkable 
achievement of not only 
reaching the campaign goal 
of $24,800 but of exceeding 
that figure by 55 per cent 
witha total of $39,315 as of 
Nov, 19th. 

Five Counties is gunning 
for an overall total of $1.9 
miilion tomake anew Heart 
Catheter Lab at the Peter- 
borough General Hospital a 
reality within the next year. 

**We don’t have any 
doubt in our mind that the 
money will be there for the 
lab once the Minister of 
Health officially gives the 
projtct-the go-ahead,” as- 
sured Smith in an interview 
with the Courier.

It also doesn’t have direct 
access to an MRI, which is 
another major diagnostic tool 
used in certain types of can- 
cers. 

‘*We are dramatically 
behind in the equipment used 
in orthopaedic surgery. The 
waiting lists are long and for 
some of the operations peo- 


plé have to go out of the’ 


area. In general, we haven't 
been able to keep up our 
operating theatres with thé 
latestin equipment.”” 

The problem, as Smith 
sees it, is that “‘we need to 
be heard from a lot more 
because it seems the squeaky 
wheel is getting all the atten- 
tion.” = 


Serves Large Area 


Smith says the five coun- 
ties of Haliburton, North 
Hastings,Northumberland, 
Peterborough and Victoria 
serve some 330,000 people 
normally and another 
100,000 seasonal residents 


who have cottages. 
‘*We also have an aging 
population,” " he points out. 
‘We're talking about an 
area of roughly 600 to 
700,000 if we factor in all of 
these things. 

**So generally, the more 
we look into it, and the more 
we see the results of studies, 
we havé to conclude that the 
region is being ignored.
